Tuo Deeiaration of Independence sayn so. And all the stomp oraton hare 
repeated the message on every occasion for over a himdred years. 

But times have cbaugeil tiuce the adoption of tbo conititotioo. 

That time the possession of a little farm, or a little busiueas, or the know]* 
edge of a trade, made a perrnm really fri^ and independent. To acquire kny of 
these was comparatively easy. There was ide^y of land to ^ had for Hitic or 
nothing—the iiiesiisof production were well distributed and trtthin easy reiich of 
everybody. The only factor needed for their enjoyment was political Jibcriy. 
Americans of the lost century fought fur It and got it. 

But the development of the tool Into the machine has separated the 'working- 
man from his product, and in this way a comparatively small nnml>er of ctfiHtal* 
Isis obtained a monoply of the means of predoction of this nation. 'With n sy»- 
teni of production like this, it is only natural that the rich are .Incoming richer 
and the gpor arc btHrumliig poorer. Pree coin|>etition imposes no n'strniut up¬ 
on the powerful. They are at liberty to exploit the poor workmen to their heart’s 
content. 

The* strength on the capitalist side it so great ai.d the capacity of resistance on 
the side of the workiiigmnn is so Insignificant that there is no real freedom of nm* 
tract. 

Tlie monopoly of the tool? ha* made the employers into a class of self-willed 
lords, the lalnirers into n das* of dependents, of h rdingK. The laborer is simply 
a hired apiM'ndage to the innchini*. The mine, th" factory, the railroad has come 
to be the main thing, the costly thing; the livin i>pendago, the laborer, enn be 
gotten without mn<h trouble or cost. And iiowadavs, if the owner of the mine or 
factory not want to let n laboring man work, that man has no means nf 
making a living unless some other owner of a factory, or mine, or railroad should 
|M‘rmit him to work. 

So this system now creates the dependence of the thousands on the few. 

And the working peoide cannot do the work that it moot necesbary for them 
ntid others just at that tube, but they have to do the work for which they a're 
paid, whether that work be netH'iuinry or nor. 'fliey have to fumitih (blags of 
htmuty for others, while they themsdves suffer for w*ant of necesaaries. For in- 
stame. our masons and bricklayers, after baring been out of work all winter, can¬ 
not build houses for themselvcH or for others who need them In the spring. 

Ob. no! 

They will probably bare to boild for a rich U dy, a grand palace which will 
stand empty all the year around because the lady is m Italy; or they will have to 
Imild a grand stable for Kome millionaire’s horses; or they may probably have to 
build a house for C«od. worth a million doUara. although God does not need any 
more bouses, living in heaven, and furthmnore having plenty of houMi stand 
empty all the week around and s^e even on Hondays, and he does not seem 
to lire in any of them, for a griwt many of them are rented pieee-wiae or pew- 
wise to the highest bidder. 

But you ace the workers nowadays cannot do the work that is roost necessary; 
bat only the work for whtdi they are paid. 

It Is foolMi noneeiwe to aay that the woi^ers are free to consent or to refnse 
tbs terms of the employers.. The laborers haw .to consent. If they refuse the 
terms there are plenty of others, probably even more bQSfry,more ragfod and nor^ 
Marred, ready to take their places. lA*t us suppose, lor the sake of argninent, 
that the capitalists would for once xkot be lible to fill their places agaio (which is 
an impossible case nowadays,^ what would happen? The capitalist wonM simply 
8t<p business. 

'Hw cspitaliets can stand it. But what would become of the workingman? 
Nor is this all the beanty of opr system. Since the working people of the country 
do not and cannot under thia system receive the valne od their prodnets, there 
bciiu: everywhere a profit raade on them, how cani^hep..be expec t ed to buy back 
the products? And still their number makes them the chief coasmiers od a coun¬ 
try on whom the production maiuly depends. lu thia way, i. c.. by the i&boring 
people not being al»lc to consume epoagb,an(! in consequence of the plsnlcsa ‘way 
production is carried on in general, (he ro-cslled over-production is created. That 
is, DO matter how much or how little the workingmen of a nation create, they al¬ 
ways create more than they are able to buy back with their wages. 

And in this way the so-calle*l “crises” originate.'when the trade and tLe mauu- 
faevnring of a nation comes to a standstill, because *^here Is too much on hand.” 
Tlioy have a Ijssod of that kind now in (3<'rmany, w’e bad one a few years ago. 

All this, although it is simple enough, k underMood by comparatively few. 
Statesmen, ncwcpaper men, lawyers and quacks on such occasions claim that it 
it either ”tir>o much silver or too little silver,” or lack of confidence, or the Mc¬ 
Kinley tarllT. or the Sherman bill, or ”too high wages.*’ that is the cause .of the 
crisis, or of the “panic” as it is somelimi's called. 

But the i>eople are learning. And apart from everything else they are learn¬ 
ing the lesson that there is no frec<KMii without ECONOMIC freedom, and that 
the capitalist system rests upon the economic slavery od the many. 


We hare been accused by the Xew Y'ork People of falling to keep our 
vaiyea riveted exclusively upon the class struggle, upon the class interest bf the 
Lgreridng dags.

The Economic Interpretation 
of Hlitory* 


Prof. K. U. Seligman in tbe current 
Political Science Quarterly begins a se¬ 
ries of articles, the first of which is of 
profound interest, on the doctrine of tbe 
economic Interpretation of history, show¬ 
ing among other things bow the concep¬ 
tion of histoo' i" broadening, as well as 
the potency of Socialist thought in tbe 
intellectual world of today. 

The writer essayx in a liberal but sci¬ 
entific spirit to explain the geuMis and 
development of tbe doctrine, which, held 
in part and only sporadically ,>hrased*by 
early minor German Socialists, and be¬ 
fore them in somewhat more dear nnder- 
■tanding by Harrington in bis “Tlie Com¬ 
monwealth of Oceana" (1650), wai. be 
■ays, original with Karl Marx. 

The thesis Is sccurately stated by Prof. 
Seligman as follows: “The'existence of 
man depends upon bis ability to sustain 
himself; the economic life is therefore tbe 
fundsmonts] condition of all life. Since 
human life, however, is the life of mao

edge enough of methods of helping tbe 
cause to uuderstaad the value of re¬ 
porting any progrets made in their towns 
to the party press and thereby encoura^- 
iug ('omrades io other lucalitieo—while if 
the speaker dr organiser (sfter putting io 
perhaps eighteen hours trsvellug. siK-ak- 
lug, being lugged around town by tbe 
comrades and introduced to everything 
with pants oo—himself sends in a re¬ 
port. immediately a howl is set, up that 
be is blowing UU own trumpet and 
should be suppressed as a person likely 
to devriop into a “boss." 

Comrade McBweeney seems also to ut¬ 
terly fail to understand that the move¬ 
ment to grow needs two entirely differ¬ 
ent class of paid workers—one a class 
corresponding to his description of what 
an organiser should be: 

“He must to a class conscious Social¬ 
ist: be must be patient and persevering. 
He most to conscious of tbe fact that 
he is an exploiter of the worst type, if 
be should draw a salary, spend or squan¬ 
der either time or money in any way 
wlttiout returning an equivalent to tbe 
party that sent him ont.

Lay out a 
route for him, give him names and ad¬ 
dresses of Bociadists only, as all others 
will have a tendency to bother and dis¬ 
courage him. Tell him when o)i tbe 
road to break away from his route at 
auy time be thinks be can do better: in 
fact, you' must give him what might to 
termed a roving commission, (bat is. let 
him go where be can accomplish tbe most 
for (he least time and money. And there 
is none can tell this as w'ell as he can. 
who is on tbe ground." .Vod then when 
he has organist a branch, or say atout 
six weeks later, and from time «o time 
after that, a man of an entirely different 
cIbm shoodd be sent ther(\ the purpose 
toing to encourage and ground tborougb- 
ly in tbe basic principles of Socialism to 
those already belonging to tbe branch, 
and if pOHsible add to tbe ni<»mtorship. 
liiis comrade should to If possible a 
man of good appearance, who will not 
think it tooeath nis dignity to put on a 
clean collar ot'casiooaily. and who a1>ove 
all will bare the abitity to state clearly, 
in language readily understood by wage¬ 
workers. the scientific principlej* upon 
which tbe movement is founded. No mat¬ 
ter how careful an organiser may be. be

What the 
conditions of maintenance are to tbe in- 
dividual tbe simitar relations of prodoc- 
ioQ and consumption are to the communi¬ 
ty. To economic causes, therefore, most 
to traced in last Instance those trsoa- 
formations io the structure of society 
which themselves condition tbe relations 
of social clas^ and the various manifes¬ 
tations of social life." 

Prof. Seligman finds by an Inquiry into 
Marx’s mental training and philoaojdiical 
antecedents that he w’as strongly equipped 
for the great task which was to make 
him both “famous” and “influential." He 
says Marx’s philosophy of history led him 
to the study of economics and to Bobial- 
ism. but that bis Socialism and hia pbll- 
OBO^y of history are, “as we shall see 
later, really independent." He further 
says that “one can be ao economic ma¬ 
terialist and yet remain an extreme in¬ 
dividualist." 

We shall watch for later developments 
in Prof. Beligman’s treatment of tbe sub¬ 
ject with great interest. For our part we 
do not see how be can succeed in di¬ 
vorcing Marx’s economics or Socialism 
from hia philosophy. Tbe two are insep¬ 
arably interwoven. 

Marx, says Seligman. was a giant as a 
closet philosopher, and be closea his first 
article with these words: "Whether or 
no we agree with Marx’s analysis of in¬ 
dustrial society, and without attempting 
as yet to pass judgment tbe validity of 
bis philosophy (the economic interpreta¬ 
tion of history), it la safe to say that no 
one can study Marx as he deserves to to 
studied—and, let us add, as he has hith¬ 
erto not been studied in England or 
America—without recognising tbe fact 
that there has been no mort' original, no 
more powerful, and no more acute intel¬ 
lect in tbe entire history of ecoonmic sci- 
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The Giaee struggle.

Rev. R. Hcber Newton. Episcopal der- 
gyman of New YorIC contHoutes an ar¬ 
ticle to the ^icoMsiou as to wbeihtfr So¬ 
cialism is aoti-christlan raised by the 
Pope's encTclical and snbsequetu sermons 
by Archbiriiop Corrigan. Dr. Newtuu 

**“Aa tsr the leaders of Socialism being 
nearly all rationalists and athdots. let it 
be confessed sadly that too many of 
them are sudi. But It may be much 
pooderi^ by ecdeaiastics whether tbe at¬ 
titude of the Christiau eborefa. as ex¬ 
emplified in tbe sermon of Archbishi^ 
(3omgan, Is not Isrgdy responsible for 
the infiddity of Bocialiiitic leaders. Sure¬ 
ly. however, hosts of Sodallsts are not 
infldela or atheists. Doea the archbishop 
know nothing of Chrivtian Sodalinn, 
even within tiie booom of the Ctabolic 
cbnrch? 

"If certain whiapers srhieh have come 
to mr ears be correct, (his sermoo of the 
ardtmsbop is the sign of a preconcerted 
movement within the Catholic church in 
onr conntry against Socialism. For on«L 
I trust derootly that thia ia not tbe case. 
A stanch Proteataot myadf, 1 shoukl 
grieve deepty to are the great Church 
of Rome arraying Itsdf in a hoatUe at¬ 
titude toward a moveaaent haring anch 
moral idealo. to thia caae there wQl 
moat likely be a great increase of ‘ration¬ 
alists and atbeiata.’

The Question of Organixen. 

ITie fgjllowing article on the subject of 
uauonsl organizers, by A. M. Simons, 
appeared in the Worker’s Call: 

“There ix one thing that will come up 
tor diacuAuou at tbe meeting of tto ua- 
noDtl executive committee on the 24th 
of this month that deserves more sttrti- 
tion than It has hitherto received. I 
aiot^^ly hope that tbe committee will 
abolish once and forever the institution 
of national organisers.
